~ 1S NOT NEEDED 


United States Capable of Deal- 
Ing With Nicaraguan Matters 


ENVOY IS SNUBBED BY KNOX 


Secretary of State Asks Senators to 
Delay Aggressive Action, as Ad- 
ministration Is Confident of Zelaya’s 
Overturn—May Not Be Necessary to 
Make Hostile Demonstration—Mad- 
riz Unacceptable as President 
Washington, Dec. 16.—Members of 

the diplomatic corps are discussing 

what they regard as the snubbing of 


Enrique C. Creel, the special am- 
bassador from Mexico, who an- 


nounced that he had come to Wash- 
ington to assist the state department 
in the settlement of the Nicaraguan 
difficulty. 


_ ENRIQUE C. CREEL, 

Mr. Creel was received by Secre- 
tary, Knox. The latter accepted the 
Creel statement and laid it on. his 
desk. Then Creel was informed that 
the state department could adjust the 
difficulty incident to the killing of 
Groce and Cannon without outside as- 
sistance. It was made quite plain 
that this was an affair that concerned 
no other nation, save the United 
States and Nicaragua. 

At the request of Secretary Knox 
the senate committee on foreign af- 
fairs decided to take no steps for the 
time being in the direction of author- 
izing the president to take aggressive 
steps in Nicaragua, to the end of 
winding up the carrer of President 
Zelaya. The administration is now 


confident that the Hstrada forces will | 


overturn the Zelaya government. 
Knox is depending on this outcome, 
and thinks it will not be necessary 


for the government of the United | 


States to land marines or make other 
hostile demonstrations in Nicaragua. 

Chairman Cullom of the foreign af- 
fairs committee, and Senator Lodge, 
also a member of this committee, had 
a talk with Knox. They told him they 
thought it would be well for him to 
come up to the Capitol and- tell the 
members of the committee some of the 
details about the situation in Nicara- 
gua. They also stated that the com- 
mittee intended to report a resolution 
authorizing the president to proceed 
against Zelaya. 

Secretary Knox stated that he 
thought it would be inadvisable for 
the Senate to take any. action of this 
character. He assured his callers 
that the situation was working itself 
Out to the satisfaction of the depart- 
ment. The rebels appear to have 
Zelaya on the run, and the latter’s 
overthrow is expected any day. In 


view of these assurances Cullom ad- |: 


vised the members of his committee 
that it would be unuecessary to ask 
Knox to appear before them. He also 
counselled delay in adopting a resolu- 
tion. » : 

Dispatches containing an account of 
the anti-Zelayan demonstration in 
Managua were confirmed.by a tele- 
gram received at the state depart- 
ment from Vice Consul Caldera. 
From this dispatch it appears that 
some of the demonstrants were arrest- 
ed by government authorities, but 
who the people placed under arrest 
were is not indicated. 

The dispatch also says that Zelaya 
has published a statement promising 
to resign the presidency of Nicaragua 
in favor of Madriz who, as Zelaya’s 
candidate, is not the choice of the 
people there. 

Should Zelaya carry out his purpose 
of resigning and installing Madriz in 
his place as president there is rea- 
son to believe that the Wstrada fac- 
tion would continue their activities 
with even greater vigor than they 
have against Zelaya. It is also known 
that Madriz’ selection would not be 
Satisfactory to the government of the 
United States, and therefore his in- 
stallation into the office of president 
of Nicaragua would rather tend to 
complicate than to simplify the situa- 
tion in that country: 


Seven Dead In Tenement House Fire

MORTALITY ALMOST 
LIKE SLAUGHTER 


But There Is No Proof of Grime 
In Baby Home 


Providence; Dec. 14,—Coroner 
Babcock, in his report to the superior 
court on the cause of the death of 
twenty-four -children* at the Myrtle 
baby home in East Providence from 
June 19 to Nov. 16, 1909, says: 

“At the beginning of the inquest 
but one bottle baby remained alive 
at the home, the mortality being al- 
most as complete as the slaughter of 
innocents ordered by Herod. There 
is no clear proof of gross negligence 
or crime on the part of those intrust- 
ed with the care of the unfortunate 
children. The cause of the exceed- 
ingly high death rate is not satisfact- 
orily explained. It may have been rio 
more than what might have happened 
at any other institution similarly sit- 
uated. : 

“To those whase attention is espec- 
fally directed towards the guilty par- 
ents, such institutions are regarded 
as clearing houses for social sin and 
a direct incentive to vice, while to 
those who look primarily upon the 
children, they are regarded as benifi- 
cent charities to preserve the lives of 
the little ones. It is not possible or 
advisable to prohibit them, but they 
should be supervised. Under the 
present law there does not appear to 
be any provision for the proper super-' 
vision of these institutions.”

der silk, while a wall of Troy is done 
around the outer edge of the sachet 
to hide all evidences of the stitching. 

To make this little gift one would 
require a five cent package of dried 
lavender, a bit of muslin measuring 
6 by 10 inches, a piece of scrim 8 by 
12 inches and three shades of lavender 
embroidery silk. Make a bag of the 
muslin measuring 8 by 5 inches, of 
course taking off enough for one-quar- 
ter inch seams; fill it with the laven- 
der and sew it up. Fold the scrim so 
it measures 4 by 6 inches and em- 
broider the design in the middle of one 
side. The basket should be done with 
the middle color, the two center flow- 
ers and the leaves of the darkest shade 


and the rest of the -flowers in the 


lightest shade. This done, sew the 
scrim on three sides on the machine, 
wrong side out. This will make the 
bag. Now turn it right side out and 
sew it like a French seam one-half 
inch from the outer edge. 

This will leave the third side, which 
will be at either one end or the other. 
still open, and through this put the 
muslin bag of lavender. The sachet 
then needs only to be sewed up on the 
remaining side, the embroidery done 
over the stitches, and the gift will be 
complete. 


An Embroidery Apron. 

A dainty little sewiug apron seen re- 
cently struck the keynote of newness 
and could be easily copied for a Christ- 
mas present. It was made of fine 
muslin in a deep cream shade, and the 
lower end was turned up about four 
inches. An inch wide hem at the top 
of the pocket and another at the top 
of the apron were run with leaf green 
ribbons and tied at the ends in soft 
rosettes. The pocket that extended 
across the apron and the tiny “hand” 
pockets above were decorated with 
brilliant cretonne roses, and a leaf or 
two were applied to the material by 
buttonholing in green embroidery silk. 


A Smart Hatbox. 

This is a gift easy to make and one 
that will be appreciated by the woman 
who is short of drawer or cupboard 
room.

The sewing is all done at the 
edges with , firm stitches, and 
then each ode I neatly bound with 
Tibbon, galloon Sr braid to cover the 
sewing. 

This hatbox should be completed by 
a large, neatly hemmed square of the 


lining to cover the hat when placed in |: 


the box. An embroidered monogram 
in the corner of this square would 
form a dainty finish to the box. 


Grandmother’s Present. 

An attractive little workbasket is 
made in this way: Use for the bottom 
a soft, pliable woven basket on which 
a design of daisies and leaves can be 
jworked with raffia in the shades to 
suit. After this is tinished the basket 
should be lined with greemr rajah silk, 
which comes about eight inches be- 
yond the edge of the basket. A casing 
is made at the top of this and the bag 
drawn together with green ribbon. 

A basket of this sort will be found 
very convenient for holding a bal! of 
yarn, letting the end come out at the 
top.

PORTRAYS LIFE 
IN STEERAGE 


Woman Agent of Immigration 
Commission Exposes Horrors 


WOMEN ARE BADLY TREATED 


Men Invade Women’s Quarters, Using 
Vile Language and Otherwise In- 
sulting Passengers—Revolting Con- 
duct of Sailors, Stewards and Fire- 
men—Highly Unsanitary Conditions 
Where Passengers Cross Ocean 


Washington, Dec. 14.—A_ report 
on steerage conditions based on infor- 


‘| mation obtained by special agents of 


the immigration commission traveling 
as steerage passengers on different 
transatlantic steamers was made pub- 
lic through presentation to the senate 
with recommendations for legislation 
to better conditions. 

Conditions found on many of these 
vessels are described as appalling, 
notwithstanding in some instances the 
letter of the law was obeyed implicit- 
ly. This regard for the law, how- 
ever, failed to bring about the desired 
reforms. 

The general report of the commis- 
sion contains reports of individual 
agents giving their experiences on 
board steamships, where they posed 
as steerage passengers. Summing up 
one such trip, a woman agent of the 
immigration commission, who was 
herself miserably insulted and com- 
pelled to withstand privations which 
were repulsive to her nature, said: 

“During those twelve days in the 
steerage I lived in a disorder and in 
surroundings that offended every 
sense. Only the fresh breeze from 
the sea overcame the sickening odors. 
The vile language of the men, the 
screams of the women defending 
themselves, the crying of children, 
wretched because of their surround- 
ings, and practically every sound 
that reached the ears irritated beyond 
endurance. There was no sight be- 
fore which the eye did not prefer to 
close. 

“Everything was dirty, sticky and 
disagreeable to the touch. Every im- 
pression was offensive. ‘ Worse than 
this was the general condition every- 
where. For fifteen hours each day I 
witnessed all around me this im- 
proper, indecent and forced mingling 
of men and women who were total 
strangers and often did not under- 
stand one word of the same language. 


People cannot live in such surround- | 


ings and not be influenced.” 

The woman agent has described the 
mingling of the crew with the women 
of the steerage, and said that the 
same conditions were true of the as- 
sociation of the men steerage passen- 
gers with the women. 

The women agents of the commis- 
sion say that the women’s compart- 
ments in which they were quartered 
had but one entrance and exit, so that 
there could be no good excuse for the 
constant appearance of the men. It 
is said that during the hour preced- 
ing the breakfast bell, while the wom- 
en were rising and dressing, several 
men usually passed through and re- 
turned for no ostensible reasons. 

“One night when I was retiring very 
early with a severe cold, the chief 
steerage steward entered our compart- 
ment,” says One woman agent, “but 
not noticing me, approached a Polish 
girl, who was apparently the only oc- 
cupant. 

“She spoke in Polish, saying: ‘My 
head aches—please go on and let me 
alone.’ But he continued and soon 
was insulting her. The girl, weak- 
ened by seasickness, defended herself 
as best she could. Just then other 
passengers entered and he released 
her. Such was the man who was our 
highest protector and court of ap- 
peal.” 

Describing further how women 
steerage passengers were compelled 
to submit to insults the report says of 
the passage just referred to that not 
one young woman in the steerage es- 
caped attack. The writer herself was 
no exception, and tells of repelling 
advances-on-the part of the crew and 
stewards with a hard, unexpected 
blow in the offender’s face. She 
says: 

“The manner in which the sailors, 
stewards, firemen and others mingled 
with the women passengers was thor- 
oughly revolting. . Their language and 
the topics of their conversation were 
vile. Their comments about. the 
women, and made in their presence, 
were coarse. 
and of continual occurrence was their 
handling of the women and girls. 
Some of the crew took all manner of 
liberties.” 

This woman reports that on many 
steamers so inadequate are toilet ar- 
rangements that women are obliged 
to use their soup plates for wash 
basins. 

Conecrning other conditions in the 
old type steerage, which still exists 
on many of the steamships, the 
agents of the commission are just as 
severe,

States and Canada at the close of a 


“two-day conference here.

The decision to battle long and hard 
against the stand taken by the steel 
corporation in its policy of “open 
shop” was reached by the labor con- 
ferees after two hours of debate. 

At the conference which passed the 
remarkable battle decree, Samuel 
Gompers presided, and through him 
the measure was put upon the rec- 
ord books of the executive council of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

The resolution deals principally 
with the low wages paid.the men in 
the employ of the steel corporation; 
the hours of work and e general 
condition of oppression under which 
the corporation is alleged to hold its 
employes. 


TOLL OF GAME SEASON 


Thirty-Three Human Lives Have Been 
Lost In the Woods 

Boston, Dec. 
lives was the sacrifice demanded by 
the chase of the moose, deer and oth- 
er wild game in the northeastern cor- 
ner of the United States and_ the 
neighboring provinces during the sea- 
son which closed generally last night. 

Twenty-three persons were killed 
by being mistaken for deer, the ac- 
cidental discharge of firearms or other 
causes in Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont and Massachusetts, and 
three more in the provinces of New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia, while 
contributory causes added seven more 
deaths. 

Among the score or more known to 
have been seriously injured five are 
not expected to live, two will lose 
their sight and half a dozen more will 
remain maimed or badly scarred for 
life.

KING LEOPOLD — 

RALLIES WELL 

Not at All Gast Down by Ser 
ous Surgical Operation 


DOGTORS ARE ASTOUNDED 


Monarch Displays Remarkable Re- 
cuperative Powers Immediately Up- 
on Recovering Consclousness—So 
Cheerful and Talkative That He 
Had to Be Warned—Paid Warm 
Tribute to Taft Short Time Ago 


Brussels, Dec. 15.—King Leopold 
yesterday underwent a most serious 
operation and astounded science by 
the manner in which he withstood it. 

His remarkable recuperative powers 
manifested themselves directly he re- 
gained consciousness, and the opti- 
mistic spirit which he has shown 
througout the course of his illness re- 
turned to him,

He expressed satisfaction when in- 
formed of the details of the opera- 
tion, which was for relief of a simple 
obstruction of the intestine. 

The king is making a plucky fight 
for life. He was even strong enough 
last night to sign the new military 
law, just passed by the senate. But 
the battle has not been completely 
won, 

It is understood that the real feel- 
ing of his physicians and household is 
not go hopeful as the official bulletins 
would indicate. The crisis probably 
will last three days. 

There is a possibility that the in- 
testine will be gripped by paralysis— 
a danger that always causes anxiety 
on the part of the surgeons—in which 
case a recurrence of the obstruction ‘is 
likely and another operation would 
be necessitated. _ 

Leopold emerged from the operation 
of enterotomy with a regular pulse 
and cheerful. He was so talkative 
that the doctors had to warn him, af- 
ter which the patient fell intoa light, 
refreshing slumber. 

The condition of the king is stated 
to be satisfactory, and it is said there 
need be no fear for the immediate 
present, unless some new and unfore- 
seen complications arise. 

The last member of the diplomatic 
corps to see King Leopold was the 
American minister, Henry L. Wilson, 
who was received a fortnight ago on 
a farewell visit, preparatory to his 
departure to his new post in Mexico. 

The king was in the gayest of 
spirits. Following his habit, when in 
good humor, he conversed in Bnglish, 
in which he is an adept, and ex- 
pressed regret that the. minister was 
leaving. He. spoke in admiration ,of 
and paid a warm tribute to Mr. Taft, 
referring to him as a great leader and 
a@ great president. He asked the 
minister to convey his respects to the 
president, with wishes of a continued 
successful administration. Then he 
added, laughingly: 

“But I do hope that the United 
States will change her drastic attitude 
on Congo.”

Slate Making 


The univarsal comment through- 
out the Commonwealth as to certain 
weaknesses in the Republican ticket 
at the last State election has led the 
Lieutenant Governor to make an in- 
teresting statement during the past 
week. : In this statement he an- 
nounces that henceforth he will look 
after his “own rights;” that he will 
be a candidate for Lieutenant Gover- 
nor next year; that the “young men” 
who have been back of him would 
not stand for the pronounced senti- 
ment calling for a.change in the next 
year’s ticket. Following this an- 
nouncement, there came several other 
statements bearing directly and in- 
directly upon this same question, 
and none is more interesting than 
that published in the Post of Wed- 
nesday morning, setting forth the 
slate as agreed upon for the coming 
twelve years. 

Nothing is more amusing in Massa- 
chusetts politics than the assurance 
with which the rank and file of the 
voters in the Commonwealth go to 
the polls each year under the impres- 
sion that they are making their own 
choice for the offices of Governor 
and Lieutenant Governor. Bless their 
dear souls! When the Post states 
that the ticket in 1911, ’12.and ’13 will 
be Frothingham and Walker; that the 
ticket in 1914, ’15 and ’16 will be 
Walker and Cushing; that the ticket 
in 1917, ‘18 and ‘19 will be Cushing 
and somebody else, (probably Roger 
Wolcott of Milton,) they are stating 
what every well informed Republi- 
can in the State understands to be 
the program of those people who have 
controlled, do now control, and ex- 
pect to control the Republican office 
holding in Massachusetts. The only 
part in this comedy for the voters 
will be that of ratifying this choice 
already made for the next twelve 
years. 

Let us bring to mind at this point 
a bit of history that is most interest- 
ing, and that bears upon this very 
same proposition.. When it became 
necessary for the Republican party 
in. the protection of its very great 
interests in the city of Boston to se- 
cure control of that city for more 
than one year at a time, the leaders 
went to the Massachusetts legisla- 
ture and put through the change in 
the charter making the term of Mayor 
two years. This was done for the 
express purpose and in the supremest 
confidence that it. was possible to 
make as the first Mayor under this 
change, Hon. Edwin U. Curtis, then 


‘holding the office on a one year term. 


The plans went astray. Mr. Curtis 
was not elected, and the city went 
into the hands of the Democracy. 

_In the course of time the Democra- 
tic party had given to the city such 
an administration as to lead the Re- 
publican party to think that it again 
saw its opportunity to sécure con- 
trol of the city, causing the leaders 
to call upon the then Speaker Froth- 
ingham to forego his third term as 
Speaker and run for Mayor of the 


‘city. Mr. Frothingham was defeated. 


Mr. Fitzgerald was elected, and as a 
balm to the wound that the machine 
had inflicted upon one of its chosen 
favorites, the promise was then and 
there made that he should have. the 
influence of the machine in a future 
contest for Lieutenant Governor. 
The authority for this statement is 
Mr. Frothingham himself, 

Upon the determination of the 
leaders to withdraw Mr. Frothing- 
ham from his position as Speaker, 
there came up the question of his 
Successor, and that there might be 
no mistakes made in the promoting 
Plan, at-least forty eight hours be- 
fore anybody else knew that there 
was to be a vacancy, and before any 
other candidate could begin his work, 
the-leaders had seen to it that their 
choice for Speaker, the Hon. Joseph 
Walker of Brookline, should be ap- 
prised of Mr. Frothingham’s deter- 
mination, and get an excellent start 
in his campaign which was believed 
to be sure of success, 

The history of the contest for the 
Speakership in 1905 is well known 
to the voters of Massachusetts, In 
one of the sharpest and quickest 
campaigns on record, the plans of 
the leaders were defeated, and some- 
body who wasn’t wanted by the 
leaders was elected Speaker and held 
that office for three years. This re- 
sulted in simply postponing the good 
things that had been planned for 
one of “our boys”. Mr. Walker got 
his position in due time, and in 1910 
will begin his second term as Speaker. 
Mr. Cushing of Ward 11 has made 
his preliminary campaign, and knows 
what is coming to him unless some- 
thing happens. Mr. Wolcott has been 
started and has had one year of dis- 
tinction in being pointed out as “one 
of the rising young men in the Re- 
publican party.” Meanwhile Robert 
Luce forgets his lobbying long 
enough to frequently wonder when 
his turn is géing to come, and Presi- 
dent Treadway of the Senate has his 
eyes longingly fixed upon the “green 
pastures” of higher honors. Both 
would do well to follow some other 
examples and forget their ambitions, 
resent writing they are 
not in the lists. 

By the way, the nosiest member 
among all the “young men” referred 
to by our good friend, the Lieutenant 
Governor, was Joe Peterson of Salem. 
In November, he succeeded in carry- 
ing that city for the Democrats for 
the first time in many years. On 
Tuesday, a young man by the name 
of Howard, a voter of six weeks 
standing in the city, but of one year’s 
daily attack on the same Joe Pater: 
son was elected Mayor of that city, 
A splendid tribute to the soundness 
of the hub of the machine wheel in 
Essex County! 


HEADLONG TO DEATH 


Fatal Fall of Thomas F. ‘D’Arcy 
From Scaffold of Barn 


One. of the saddest accidents that 
has ever been recorded in town re- 
sulted in the death of Thomas Francis 
D’Arcy, Wednesday, at a hospital in 
Boston, 

As near as can be learned, Mr. 
D’Arcy had climbed to one of the 
hay-mows in the large barn on the 
estate of his father, M. F. D’Arcy, in 
the South district, last Sunday morn- 
ing. Not noticing an open trap door, 
he stepped. backward and went 
through, falling clear to the lower 
floor and striking with terrific force 
upon his head. Physicians were im- 
mediately summoned, and everything 
that was possible was done. As a 
last resort, on. Wednesday morning 
he was taken to a hospital in Bos- 
ton for an operation, but the concus- 
sion had been so serious that the 
Operation was unsuccessful, and the 
young man died late in the day. — 

Thomas. Francis D’Arcy was born 
in Boston in 1878. Immediately up- 
on leavine school he took up his work 
in the business of his father, and had 
been for the past ten years one of the 
most active aids in the development 
of the large sash and blind business 
now incorporated as the M. F. D’Arcy 
& Sons Company. Deceassed was 
vice-president of the corporation, and 
had shown excellent ability in con- 
tributing very largely to the success 
of the concern, His work made him 
a traveller all over the United States, 
and wherever sashes and blinds are 
sold he had brought to his acquaint- 
ance and friendship a wide circle of 
men, Of a quiet and naturally retir- 
ing disposition, he took little part in 
the activities of Andover, although 
he had made his home here with his 
father since they moved here some 
ten years ago. His chief pastime 
was found in the woods around the 
extensive estate which the family en- 
joys on the hill, and he seemed to 
never tire of the charming natural 
beauty of Andover in all its many 
features. The funeral will be held 
on ‘Saturday and, will be private. 

The deep sympathy of many friends 
of the family in town will be extended 
to Mr. D’Arcy and the-surviving son, 
Gerald, with whom the deceased was 
so closely associated all his life, and 
to whom ‘the death comes as a severe 
shock.

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MORE ABOUT SMOKING 


Andover, Mass., Dec. 13, 1909 
Editor of the Townsman: 


Dear Sir:—I have read with inter- 
est the communication and the edit- 
orial-in recent numbers of the Towns- 
man as to the influence of smoking 
on trade in our mercantile »establish- 
ments, I sympathise with the pro- 
test, and with the editor’s endorse- 
ment of it. But there appeared in a 
recent issue an article bearing upon 
the question of smoking in domestic 
establishments, the sentiment of 
which apparently had the editorial ap- 
proval, The father-in-law comes to 
see how the young couple are getting 
on and finds his son has been sent to 
the woodshed to do his smoking, 
whereupon he gives the young: bride 
a fatherly lecture on the unwisdom 
of restricting the young man’s liber- 
ty of smoking in the house. Of the 
wisdom of her course there may be 
some question, whether it is better 
to indulge her husband in his petty 
vice for the sake of domestic har- 
mony or send him into the woodshed 
for her personal comfort. But of the 
selfishness of the man who will 
smoke in the house against fiis wife’s 
wishes there can be no question. In 
my boyhood, I once served upon a 
farm with a family consisting of an 
elderly couple, their married son and 
his wife and several children. The 
old man was given to trapping wood- 
chucks and skunks for the protection, 
as he said, of his chickens. But his 
method was most objectionable, He 
used a common steel trap, and, find- 
ing the animal caught, it might be 
only by a foreleg, he would club it 
to death with a bat. During this proc- 
ess, the skunk also was not idle, and 
when the old man returned to the 
house—well the daughter was some- 
times ill for a day or two, and for the 
rest of us, the house was barely habit- 
able. The old man alone, who by 
reason of age had lost his sense of 
smell, experienced no inconvenience, 
and nothing would persuade him to 
give up the practice. 

Now the odor of tobacco smoke 
and that of the mephitis mephitica do 
undoubtedly differ in strength and 
quality. But the selfishness of the 
old man and that of the young man 
who would smoke in the house against 
his wife’s wishes are the same. In 
the South they make the negroes ride 
in the Jim Crow car. 
countries; and for a better reason, 
we make the smoker ride in the 
smoking car. Smoking is a nuisance, 
and so long as we rule smoking out 
of our railroad waiting rooms, why 
should any delicate, refined woman 
be asked, even for the love she bears 
‘to her husband, to live in a house 
tainted with tobacco smoke?

SOME ANDOVER INTERESTS 


AS SEEN BY “THE SPECTATOR.” 


A leading Andover churchman in- 
sists on a place for the Bible “among 
text-books” in the schools of Ando- 
ver and. elsewhere, as “a secular ed- 
ucator.” He points out to The Spec- 
tator that the multiform contents of 
the Bible adapt it as a Speller, Read- 
er, guide to Composition, and sys- 
tem of Rhetoric. The imagination 
will find in its poetry unequalled stim- 
ulus. The reason will be exercised by 
the close loys of its arguments. The 
memory will receive from its Prov- 
erbs the most constant guides in prac- 
tical life. Besides all this, he points 
out to. The Spectator, what other 
book so comprehensive ‘in its popu- 
lar history of science; where also can. 
so concise a history of the Hebrew 
nation be found, and are there no 
analogies between the Mosaic laws 
and the political system of this coun- 
try of ours? This Andover church- 
man—his name is a household word 
in more than one of Andover’s homes 
—pleads for the Bible in all public 
schools as the best secular educator | 
among printed books. He says: 
“Throw out of sight the Bible’s in- 
spiration.. God can take care of his 
own word. Boldly challenge com- 
parison between the Bible and any, 
or all other volumes for the uses of | 
a complete school. Stand here, and 
those .in favor of the Bible in the 
schools will. succeed.” 


This reminds The Spectator that’ 
it is the opinion of a well-known 
Andover clergyman that, whatever 
may be the issue of the discussion 
of the question of the Bible in the 
schools, the religious influence of the 
schools can never be what it has been- 
Nor does the Sunday school fully 
meet the growing failure of the sec- 
ular school in respect of religious in- 
struction. Further, the temptations 
in the way of youths were never so 


‘great as at the present time, even 


right here in the beautiful town of 
Andover: Consequently, he says, 
home” training-must. be emphasized. 
This. work: cannot be delegated to 
secular, or even sacred, teachers. If 
parents here in Andover and out of 
it would be spared the agonies of 
witnessing the early moral wreck of 
their children, the shame, and the 
bitter self-reproach when they go 
down prematurely to ruin, they must 
fortify these young, free moral agents 
in their most impressible moments.

Andover Christ church will not take 
part formally in these services; and 
I am therefore indebted to the editor 
for his kindness in allowing me—in 
this respect an outsider—not only to 
give the above sketch of the church’s 
history, but to state the attitude of 
this parish to the coming revival.

But when I was asked last sum- 
mer whether I would, on behalf of 
this parish, enter into the revival ser- 
vices, | declined, For I found I must 
surrender the conduct of the meetings 
which would be‘held in my parish in- 
to unknown hands. It was not cer- 
tain who would be in charge of the 
work in’ Andover, andthe methods 
of it were entirely unknown, I should 
be quite unwilling to subject my peo- 
ple to the methods of some evan- 
gelists I have observed, and I there- 
fore declined to take official part in 
the movement. Moreover, it is the 
objective point of a revival to bring 
each person to a conscious decision, 
upon which critical point his religious 
life is regarded as depending. We 
Episcopalians, however, though we 
recognize the importance of an “I 
will’ before the individual can be a 
mature Christian, lay much emphasis 
in religion upon training, for we be- 
lieve that a child may be as truly. 
though not as completely a Christian 
as an adult. The deliberate choice of 
God’s service when it comes is there- 
fore not so much an entirely new 
step as a confirmation of all that has 
been best in the life before. For this 
reason we are less inclined to make 
religion hinge for each person upon 
a moment of decision, 

And yet the value of such an earn- 
est resolution, strengthened by the 
enthusiasm of the occasion, is so 
great that I always desire to aid in 
every effort to arouse it among my 
own congregation and throughout 
the community. I hope therefore my 
people will attend many of the meet- 
ings of the coming winter; .and I look 
forward to taking part myself in ser- 
vices whose methods are, in my opin- 
ion, not injudicious and in which my 
assistance may be permitted.
